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fore Thanksgiving was my parents’ 50th wedding anniv 
to Illinois to celebrate with them. This trip to my childhood home is always harrowing, 
because I hate flying. Hate it. If humans were meant to fly, Icarus wouldn’t have fallen into 
the sea. But he did, and since 1903 way too many other humans have risen toward the sun, 
with the same appalling results. And it’s not just that I think the airplane’s wings are gonna 
fall off, like Icarus’s. I don’t much trust the floors, either. Years ago there were stories of 
airplane cabins suddenly getting depressurized when some woman’s spiked heel poked a 
hole in the floor. That made me feel safe. So did they fix the floors? Noooo. Instead, they 
made a rule that women can’t wear spiked heels on airplanes. After that; I used to really 
worry when I went into the airplane bathroom — I worried that the el cheapo floor would 
give way, and I’d fall five miles into some farmer’s field and not be discovered until the 
soybean harvest. But then I figured out if the bathroom floor did give way, I’d merely fall 
into the baggage compartment. And freeze to death. So these days, whenever I go into an 
airplane bathroom, I take a down sleeping bag. Luckily, none of those tragedies occurred 
on my recent flight. So now I can tell you about my parents’ wedding, 50 years ago. 

In 1943 our nation was at war. My father, just out of dental school and a Navy 
Lieutenant, figured out a way not to see the part of the world we were at war with — by 
volunteering for a one-year gig at the Grenfell Mission, which was — and is — in 
Newfoundland. He was assigned to be the only dentist for hundreds and hundreds of miles 
along the Newfoundland and Labrador coast, which hadn’t seen a dentist for two years. 

Three weeks before he was scheduled to ship out, he anda buddy went over to meet 
the “new girl” who’d moved into a female friend’s apartment. The four of them talked long 
into the night, especially my father and the “new girl”. The next night my fatherand the “new 
girl” double-dated at a movie. The third night the two of them went out — their first time 
alone together — and went dancing to Benny Goodman ata Chicago hotel. After the band 
played “Stardust”, my father asked the “‘new girl” to marry him. Of course she said yes. 

Then the fun started. Eighteen days later he left, for what they both thought would 
be a year of separation. But as the weeks wore on, and the loneliness, he scoped out a way 
to get through the long, long, long Newfoundland winter. He telegraphed her, saying, “Yo, 
come up & marry me immediately...and as a bonus, you can be my dental assistant.” So she 
did. 
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She made it to Newfoundland on the last boat before the ice set in; they were 
married on a polar bear rug, beneath a bower of spruce boughs, and for six months she rode 
with him on dogsleds to tiny fishing villages where he would pull peoples’ teeth. Her job was 
tohold the patient in the chair (usually in the patient’s kitchen), and when the bucket of blood 
and pus pockets started to run over, to take it outside, where the huskies would eat it. J swear 
to you, I am not making any of this up. 

The next year the Navy tracked them down and said, “You’re having entirely too 
much fun; get your buns back to Chicago.” And not too long after that, I was born. Since 
then, they’ ve lived lives pretty much filled with Midwestern contentment — the sort that’s 
really maddening to Easterners. We celebrated their anniversary by stuffing ten family 
members into a stretch limo and riding 40 miles to a fancy restaurant in Peoria. When my 
parents were retelling this story at the fancy restaurant, all activity around us stopped, as the 
waiter and people at nearby tables intently eavesdropped, to hear what happened next. 

What happened next was 50 years went by. Newfoundlanders now use snowmo- 
biles (and airplanes) instead of dogsleds. My parents are grandparents. And somewhere in 
this happy land, unbelievable couples are still dancing to “Stardust.”

Early Winter 

Vicious late-November 

storms brought bone-chill- 

ing cold and other mid-win- 
ter conditions to the middle latitudes 
of the Northern Hemisphere. 
Europe was especially hard-hit, with 
icy winds and frozen precipitation 
closing airports and motorways from 
northern France to Moscow. The 
Russian weather service, Ros- 
gidromet, said the cold snap was the 
worst around the capital since the 
notorious chills of World War Il. 

The unexpected severe freeze 
caused critical power shortages in 
many Eastem European countries. 
Truck-manufacturing plants and 
schools in Belarus were closed for 
several days because there wasn't 
enough fuel to heat the buildings or 
run equipment. Blizzards across 
Romania snapped powerlines inthe 
northeastern region of the country, 
leaving more than half a million 
inhabitants without electricity or rail 
service. 

Areas as far south as the Persian 
Gulf suffered from the massive 
storm's frigid north winds. Heavy 
tains and snow unleashed 
avalanches in northern Iran.

The Tass news 
agency reported that the adminis- 
tration of the Russian Far Eastern 
Maritime Territory will not let Chi- 
nese potatoes into the country if 
theirchemicalcontentissohigh that 
the rats won't eat them. In alow-tech 
screening technique employed at 
customs checkpoints, the rats are 
offered samples of both Russian 
and imported Chinese potatoes to 
see which they will eat. Regional 
agricultural officials said that some 
imported spuds contain unhealthful 
amounts of nitrates which are used 
to stimulate their growth.

Tropical Storms 


High winds and flooding 
(6) from typhoon Lola killed 

more than 250 people 
across the central Philippines. The 
storm later strengthened over the 
South China Sea and lashed central 
Vietnam, killing at least 11 people 


‘and blowing the roofs off 1,000 


homes. A second powerful typhoon, 
Manny, was taking dead-aim on the 
central Philippines late in the week. 

An unnamed tropical cyclone 
fromthe Bay of Bengal killed at least 
23 people in southern India as it col- 
lapsed buildings, uprooted trees, 
and knocked out communication 
links to the region. Floods caused by 
heavy rains along the southern edge 
of the storm forced an estimated 
50,000 people from their homes and 
destroyed 1,000 houses in war-torn 
northern Sri Lanka. 


Earthquakes 


An elderly woman in west- 
LS] ern India died from shock 

during a sharp temblor in 
Maharashtra State. Tens of thou- 
sands of others fled their homes as 
the aftershock of October’s devas- 
tating temblor rocked the region. 


One of the most powerful tremors 
to rock Sri Lanka this century killed 
four people when their house col- 
lapsed in the northwest of the island 
nation. 


Earth movements also were felt 
in northern Japan, northern Alaska, 
the Aleutian Islands, southern parts 
of both California and Oregon, and 
around the Molucca Sea. 


Lightning Deaths 


Seven South African 
EA youths were killed by light- 

ning at abush camp school 
near Heilbron in central Orange 
Free State. One 15-year-old boy 
was taken to a hospital after surviv- 
ing the electrical charge, which 
razed the hut in which the youths 
had taken shelter.
